MORE than 21,000 residents have 
signed up for the council’s all-in-one 
discount and leisure card in the five 
months since it was launched.

The launch of the Greenwich One Card 
last November gives residents who sign 
up access to leisure and library services 
with a discount scheme in local shops and 
businesses.

Residents won’t need a licence when 
serving food and drink unless you want 
to serve food after 11pm. 

Where possible always make residents 
aware of the party finishing time so you 
can all plan to clear up together.

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Parents and young 
people are urged to 
consider measles jab 


THE council and local GPs are 
calling on parents and young adults 
in the royal borough to consider the 
MMR vaccine after an increase in 
cases of measles in the capital. 

London has seen more than 60 cases 
in the last two months in a period when 
there would usually be fewer than 10, 
with 48 of these cases in those aged 15 
or over. 

The call to get vaccinated coincides 
with European Immunisation Week, 
which is run by the World Health 
Organisation (WHO) to raise awareness 
of the importance of vaccination. It also 
coincides with an increase in measles 
cases currently being seen across the 
rest of England. 

Although now less common in the 
UK because of the effective MMR 
vaccination programme, measles can 
be very unpleasant and sometimes lead 
to serious complications. It is usually a

mild illness in children, but can be more 
severe in adults. 

Vaccine uptake rates in England are 
currently among the highest in Europe, 
but an increase is still needed to reach 
the WHO’s 95 per cent target for MMR 
vaccination in two-year-olds. The current 
rate in London is just over 87 per cent. 

Those who are unvaccinated, or not 
fully vaccinated, remain susceptible to 
the disease. The MMR vaccination also 
provides protection against two other 
common highly infectious diseases: 
mumps and rubella. 

Local GP and clinical chair of NHS 
Greenwich Clinical Commissioning 
Group, Dr Ellen Wright, said: “Measles is 
a highly infectious viral illness that can 
be very unpleasant and sometimes lead 
to serious complications. 

“Those who have not received two 
doses of the vaccine in the past - or who 
are unsure - should speak to their GP.” 

Dr Yvonne Doyle, regional director 


for Public Health England in London, 
said: “We are asking that parents - and 
young adults - remain alert to measles. 
Signs to look out for can include cold- 
like symptoms, sore red eyes, a high 
temperature or a red-brown blotchy rash. 

“Those experiencing symptoms should 
seek medical attention, but phone 
ahead before visiting GP surgeries so 
arrangements can be made to prevent 
others from being infected.” 

She added: “It is crucial pregnant 
women have been vaccinated with 
MMR as rubella in particular can cause 
serious complications during pregnancy. 
The MMR vaccination provides you and 
your baby important protection and can 
be given before you become pregnant 
or after you’ve given birth. Pregnant 
women who are unsure if they’ve been 
vaccinated should check with their GPs.”

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HOUSEHOLDERS can build up 
their energy and save on their fuel 
costs at a new advice cafe. 

The Energy Advice Cafe is dedicated 
to helping local people manage their 
energy bills and was officially opened 
by council leader Cllr Denise Hyland 
last Monday, April 25. Based at the 
Woolwich Centre, the cafe runs until 
June 30 and offers visitors friendly, 
independent advice about their bills 
over a free hot drink and a slice of 
cake. 

Visitors are advised to take their 
energy bill or statement to help pinpoint 
where they can save money. Those who 
do so will receive a free £7 LED light 
bulb. Previous Energy Advice Cafes 
have saved local people an average of 
£347 per year and helped people deal 
with energy company debts as well as 
saved energy. 

The cafes are being run by the South 
East London Community Energy 
(SELCE), a co-operative set up to help 
fight fuel poverty. It is the second year 
that the Energy Advice Cafe has been 
running and so far hundreds of people 


have been helped out of fuel poverty 
through advice provided. 

Cllr Hyland said: “The Energy Advice 
Cafe at the Woolwich Centre is now up 
and running and I encourage residents 
to visit and get some really good advice 
about how they can save energy. The 
council is committed to reducing fuel 
poverty and this initiative is a really 
great way for people to get practical 
advice and ultimately make significant 
savings on their bills.” 

Alex Hartley, co-founder and director 
of SELCE, told GT: “In Greenwich 
and Lewisham alone, eight per cent of 
households suffer from the effects of 
high bills and hard-to-heat homes. It has 
been a mild winter so most people are 
probably unaware that they could be in 
credit with their energy companies, but 
some may not know that they can claim 
that credit back.”

Switch and save 
on energy bills 

VISITORS to the Energy Advice Cafe can also 
find out about the Big London Energy Switch 
(BLES). 

The next energy auction is May 1 6 and it's a 
chance for locals to make huge savings on 
their energy bills. 

The BLES is a collective scheme run by 
the royal borough and other councils in 
London. It works by gathering together a 
large number of people who want to lower 
their gas and electricity bills increasing the 
collective bargaining power. 

The scheme then negotiates the lowest 
prices with energy providers, and residents 
who have signed up can choose whether to 
accept the offer after they see how much 
they could save. 

Since 201 3 almost 7,000 residents have 
signed up and the average savings from the 
most recent auction was £260 a year.

IT is National Hedgehog Awareness 
Week this week and residents are being 
encouraged to think about what they can do 
to help the small mammal, which is seriously 
endangered in the UK. 

Running this year from May 1 -7, the annual 
week is organised by the British Hedgehog 
Preservation Society (BHPS) and aims to 
highlight the problems hedgehogs face and 
how people can help them. 

This year efforts are focussed on strimmers 
and cutting machines - every year many 
terrible injuries and deaths of hedgehogs 
are caused by garden machinery. The BHPS 
is asking people to check areas carefully 
before using any machinery. 

As well as checking areas before they 
cut, there are a number of things that local 
people can do to help hedgehogs: 

• make sure there are CD case-sized gaps in 
boundary fences and walls to allow easy 
passage 

• move piles of rubbish to a new site before 
burning it 

• ensure netting is kept at a safe height 

• check compost heaps before digging the 
fork in 

• stop or reduce the amount of pesticides 


poisons used 

• cover drains or deep holes 

• ensure there is an easy route out of ponds 
and pools. 

Fay Vass, BHPS chief executive, said: "We 
are asking people to pledge to do at least 
one positive thing for hedgehogs during the 
week and if possible let us know, send us 
pictures of the hedgehog hole or home you 


create, or from the event you organise." 

BHPS is hoping to raise £2,000 during the 
week - texting HHOG1 6 £3 to 70070 will 
donate £3 to their appeal. (You can change 
amount to £1 , £2, £3, £4, or £1 0 to donate 
those amounts).

A NEW sensory room for children 
with autism and other special 
needs was opened by the mayor 
of Greenwich at Timbercroft 
Primary School. 

The ceremony performed by 
Cllr Norman Adams was part of 
an Autism Awareness Day at the 
Plumstead school. 

Pupils dressed in blue and 
purple for the day and parents 
were invited to a coffee morning, 
which was also attended by 
representatives from the National 
Autistic Society and Greenwich 
ASD Outreach. 

They spoke about the different 
services that are available and 
autism-friendly days out that 
families can enjoy. 

Each class had a lesson on 
autism awareness and the school 

Sr Jjd 
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also held two assemblies on the 
subject. 

Cllr Adams joined the school 
during the morning to open the 
new sensory room, which includes 
bubble tubes, a projector, music 
and vibration bumpers. 

Deputy headteacher and 
inclusion manager Amy Massey 
said the room was designed 
to give the children sensory 
experiences and stimulation. 

Several children at Timbercroft 
have been diagnosed with autism 
or are awaiting diagnosis and Miss 
Massey said parents appreciated 
the support given by the school. 

Timbercroft was the first school 
in Greenwich recognised as a 
centre of excellence for inclusion 
by the Inclusion Quality Mark 
organisation.

Community gardens welcome 
visitors on Big Dig Day 


LOCAL community 
gardens celebrated the 
start of the growing 
season as part of the 
national Big Dig Day 
last month. 

Maryon Park in Charlton 
welcomed more than 100 
people for tours and talks, 
despite the cold drizzly 
weather on Saturday, 
April 16. 

Visitors had the chance 
to see around the gardens 
which include organic 
growing plots, a Forest 
School, an orchard and a 
wildflower bank. 

The day included 
children’s activities, plant 
and bric-a-brac sales and 
refreshments, and PJ the 
Magical Clown giving 
shows in the Forest School 
area. 

Among those who went 
along was deputy leader of 
Greenwich Council, Cllr 
John Fahy, who chatted 
to the organisers and 
visitors. 

There was also the 
chance to see the garden’s 
resident robin, which the 
gardeners have adopted 
as their mascot. 


Tim Anderson, chair of 
Maryon Park Community 
Garden, said the day was 
a record-breaker. 

“It was very successful 
and there were more 
people than we’ve ever had 
before. We got contacts 
with new volunteers, and 
we’ve been contacted by 
new organisations which 
will give us networking 
opportunities,” he said. 

The community 

garden is a not-for-profit 


voluntary community 
project situated in the 
former council plant 
nursery in Maryon Park. 

Supported by the 
council, the Friends of 
the Park took over the 
overgrown nursery in 
2011 and 40 volunteers 
cleared and prepared 
the garden, removing 
12 tonnes of waste and 
rubbish. It was opened as 
an organic community 
food garden in 2012.

AN Eltham mum and former 
teacher has published her 
eighth children’s book in just 
over a decade. 

Alison Lewis is part of a 
writing duo with her friend Jill 
Walkinton from 
West Sussex who 
published their first 
book together, Mum 
in a Million, in 2005. 

Writing under the 
name Jill Lewis, the 
books came about 
from when they 
were both teaching 
reluctant readers 
and wrote their own 
material for pupils. 

“We decided to join 
forces and from this sprang the 
dream of being published,” said 
Alison, who worked as a supply 
teacher at schools in the royal 
borough when her two children 
were young.

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T housands of spectators 
gathered along the six- 
mile route through 
the royal borough with 
Greenwich town centre and 
the Cutty Sark becoming 
spectator hotspots. 


The day was particularly 
special for local athlete Sabrina 
Sinha who won the girls’ race 
in the mini-marathon, repeating 
her success two years ago. 

The teenager, who celebrated 
her 17th birthday just days 
before the race, said it was the 
last time she would be eligible 
to compete. 

“I was extremely relieved to 
come away with the win in my 
last year participating. I have 
always been proud to represent 
Greenwich and wanted to go out 


on a high,” she told GT. 

The mini-marathon for 11- to 
17-year-olds follows the last 
three miles of the Marathon 
route. Previous winners include 
Olympic and Paralympic gold 
medallists Mo Farah and David 
Weir. 

Sabrina has also held the top 
spot for Greenwich in the London 
Youth Games cross country for 
the past six years. She is now 
running internationally and has 
represented Great Britain four 
times in the last year in 1500m 
and cross country events. 

Her next big competition will 
be the European Athletics Youth 
Championships in Georgia in 
July. 

Next year Sabrina will be 
eligible for the full marathon 
race but she told GT: “I will

Fencer JJ became 2016 Senior

This 
victory came only two weeks after JJ 
was selected for the senior team World 
Championship, the test event for the 
Olympic Stadium in Rio de Janeiro,

JJ, 19, told GT: “This was a great 
win for both me and my club, which 
has never had a men’s senior sabre 
national title - so it’s nice to be the 
k one to bring it home.

in British Cycling’s Track to Tokyo 
programme, which is training him for 
the 2020 Paralympics in Japan. 

A member of Woolwich Cycling 
Club, Matthew began cycling in 2012 
and races on both road and track. 
2015 represented a breakthrough 
year for the Corelli College student, 
when he became National Paracycling 
Youth Champion for Road while also 
winning the Paracycling track event 
at the National Schools Games. 

This year is the first that Matthew is 
competing as a senior and has so far 
seen success with a first-place finish 
in the National Road Championships 
last month. 

He told GT: “Cycling is one of those 
sports where things can change in 
an instant, anyone can win or lose, 
no matter what the situation; it only 
takes a crash or a bike problem or 
cramp and you’re out. 

“In order to compete and to try to 
make it to the 2020 Paralympics I have 
to travel almost every other week to 
the north, the midlands or to Wales. 
This would be very difficult without 
the support of Greenwich Starting 
Blocks. As I move forward the 
travel involved becomes even more 
expensive - so knowing I am backed 
really helps. I love to train hard to see 
the results in racing.”
